“Hop” at the City Hall, on the evening of our arrival, and 
on ‘Tuesday an excursion among the beautiful Islands in 
Portland Harbor, concluding with a “Clam Bake.” 

It will thus be seen that everything is being done by 
the citizens of Portland to make the visit of the Company a 
pleasant one ; and it is to be hoped that sufficient interest will 
be taken hy the members of the Company to appear in large 
numbers, thereby testifying their appreciation of the liberality 
of the Government and citizens of that city.
